A tragic collision 

Windsor Junction woman killed just metres from her home

A 60-year-old community 
volunteer from Windsor 
Junction is dead after the 
car she was driving was 
hit by a Via Rail passenger 
train just metres from her 
home. 

Longtime resident Julie 
Vials, originally from Eng¬ 
land, was struck in her car 
by the train heading from 
Halifax to Montreal at a pri¬ 
vate unmarked crossing 
that doesn’t have warning 
signs or lighted signals. 

The accident happened 
just after 1 p.m. at 464 
Windsor Junction Rd. next 
to Watson Lane. Vials was

the only person inside the 
car. None of the 46 passen¬ 
gers aboard the train were 
injured. 

“The train hit the back 
part of the vehicle, causing 
the collision,” Halifax RCMP 
spokeswoman Const. Tamu 
Bracken said. 

The victim’s blue 
Hyundai Accent was heavily 
damaged and ended up on 
its roof just metres from the 
crossing. The train received

minimal damage and even¬ 
tually continued on its 
route. 

Vials had lived for several 
decades in a white house 
just behind where the acci¬ 
dent took place. 

What puzzles neighbours 
is she crossed the tracks at 
the point where the acci¬ 
dent took place “probably 
10 times a day” and knew 
the Via train came around 
the same time daily. 


A woman who lived 
across from the accident 
ran to the scene and saw 
Vials being taken out of the 
car by paramedics and fire¬ 
fighters. 

The victim was transport¬ 
ed to hospital and pro¬ 
nounced dead at 4:48 p.m. 

“Right now it’s too early 
to say what caused the col¬ 
lision,” Bracken said. “Our 
traffic analysts were on 
scene and once they have a 
report ready we’ll be able 
to release that informa¬ 
tion.” 

“(She was) enthusiastic 
for the community,” area 
Coun. Barry Dalrymple said 
about Vials. “Just one of 
those people always willing 
to pitch in and help.”

Construction 
of new airport 
hotel quashed 

SHERATON The 

construction of a new ho¬ 
tel adjacent to the termi¬ 
nal building at Halifax 
Stanfield International 
Airport has gone from be¬ 
ing delayed to grounded. 

The 175-room Sheraton 
hotel was initially sched¬ 
uled to open sometime 
this year, but early in 2009 
the Halifax International 
Airport Authority, through 
its construction partners, 
agreed on an “abeyance 
period” of up to 12 
months due to current 
economic conditions. 

That agreement ends 
Sunday, and yesterday HI- 
AA announced it has 
decided to “forego devel¬ 
opment of a new hotel at 
the airport in the short 
term, with the option to 
reactivate the project at 
some point in the future.” 

Tom Ruth, president and 
CEO of HIAA, said in a re¬ 
lease the reason is slower- 
than-expected recovery 
from the recession. 

“There are still too many 
variables at play to allow 
us to move forward at this 
time,” he said in the 
release, adding “our desire 
to provide an on-site hotel

Serial drunk driver 'worst of the worst known offenders:' Lawyer

Citing his 22 drunk driv¬ 
ing-related convictions 
spanning over three 
decades, prosecutor Cheryl 
Byard called Naugle “the 
worst of the worst known 
offenders in Nova Scotia.” 

She’s seeking maximum 
sentences of five years for 
impaired driving and five 
years for driving while pro¬ 
hibited, for a total 10-year 
sentence after Naugle, 52, 
hit a vehicle containing 
the McMillan family last 
March. 

Byard said Naugle has 
“been given every chance,” 
but continues to endanger 
the public. “I can only de¬ 
scribe Mr. Naugle as incor¬ 
rigible,” she said. 

Defence lawyer Peter 
Planetta said he couldn’t 
find any examples of such 
a strong sentence. He ar¬ 
gued for four years. Along 
with Naugle’s age and 
health concerns — he had 
a heart attack in 2008 — 
Planetta said Naugle’s trou¬ 
bled childhood left him 
with an alcohol addiction 
he’s battled his entire life. 

The lawyer said Naugle 
started drinking at age 11 
and was sexually abused 
by his parole officer, for 
which he was awarded a 
settlement. 

“It’s important for a 
court to know who a per¬ 
son is and how they came 
to be that person,” Planetta 
told the court.

Aiming for A in attendance 

Committee reveals proposal to get kids back into class

Parents who fail to 
ensure their kids attend 
school on a regular basis 
could be facing charges of 
neglect if a series of new 
recommendations are 
adopted by the province’s 
Education Department. 

“One of the frustrations 
for teachers is the limited 
ability they have in getting 
some children in school,” 
said Howard Windsor, who 
chaired an education com¬ 
mittee tasked with looking 
into absenteeism in Nova 
Scotian schools. “They 
need help from other agen¬ 
cies of government.” 

The committee, formed 
in May 2009, released its fi¬ 


nal report yesterday and 
made 13 rec¬ 
ommenda¬ 
tions aimed 
at getting 
wayward 
students 
back into 
the class¬ 
room — and 
keeping 
them there. 

Aside 

from the proposed change 
to the province’s Children 
and Family Services Act, 
other suggestions included 
investing in better atten¬ 
dance tracking systems, 
developing a communica¬ 
tions strategy to explain to 
parents and students the 
importance of attending 
class, introducing more se¬ 
vere penalties for chronic 


absenteeism, and channel¬ 
ing extra funds into alter¬ 
native programming for at- 
risk students. 

The committee also sug¬ 
gested students be forced to 
stay in school until age 18, 
two years longer than is cur¬ 
rently required by law. 

Noticeably absent, how¬ 
ever, were any recommen¬ 
dations having to do with 
rewarding good atten¬ 
dance — such as offering 
exam exemptions. 

“We felt the authority to 
do that already existed out 
there among the school 
boards,” explained Wind¬ 
sor. “For the most part, 
what we were looking at 
were things that needed 
policy direction ... or some 
kind of legislative change.”

“I think there is still a de¬ 
sire and a willingness to 
look at this to see how we 
can make it more reflective 
of the public,” Mayor Peter 
Kelly said Tuesday just min¬ 
utes after council voted 13 
to 10 against moving for¬ 
ward with the reform pro¬ 
posal. 

If approved, the project 
could have converted the 
current assessment-based 
property tax system to one 
where people would be 
charged based on the mu¬ 
nicipal services they re¬ 
ceive. 

Kelly admitted the cur¬ 
rent system is still inherent¬ 
ly unfair in many ways (for 


example, condo owners are 
often charged full munici¬ 
pal fees for services they 
share with others in their 
building), and he hopes 
council will continue to 
look at how to improve it. 

“It may mean taking it 


piece by piece, but at least 
we can bring that change 
forward,” he said.

New regulations give pharmacists more 
dispensing power now and in the fall 


drugs Pharmacists in Nova 
Scotia will now be able to 
do more for patients seek¬ 
ing a refill, adjustment or 
extension of their prescrip¬ 
tion medications. 

Recent changes to phar¬ 
macy regulations in the 
province will now permit 
pharmacists to refill or 
modify a prescription using 
their own judgment, extend 


expired prescriptions be¬ 
yond 30 days when neces¬ 
sary, provide some medica¬ 
tions when a doctor is not 
available, and even issue an 
initial prescription for 
drugs typically sold from 
behind the counter. 

“These new regulations 
will ensure that Nova Sco¬ 
tians will get the medicines 
they need even if they can’t 


get to their doctor,” said 
Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald in a release. 

Further changes that will 
allow pharmacists to pre¬ 
scribe additional medica¬ 
tions — including those that 
can now only be prescribed 
by a doctor, dentist or nurse 
— are expected to be imple¬ 
mented this fall, said the re¬ 
lease.

Olsen to oversee HRSBfor3 more years 


As a hearing got under¬ 
way yesterday to examine 
the effects of price regula¬ 
tion on gasoline dealers 
close to the New 
Brunswick border, Nova 
Scotia’s Liberal leader 
made a proposal he said 
would be fairer to all mo¬ 
torists. 

Stephen McNeil 
called on the 
province to give 
drivers a break at 
the pumps by re¬ 
structuring the cur¬ 
rent gas tax formula 
provincewide. Mc¬ 
Neil, who opposes 
regulation, said mo- Stephen 
torists could save McNeil 
about three cents a 
litre or more if the govern¬ 
ment removed what he 
calls a “tax on tax.” 

The current formula sees 
the province calculate the 
HST portion of the gas tax 
after it adds the provincial 
portion of 15.5 cents a litre 
to the base price of gas. 


McNeil said the HST 
should be calculated be¬ 
fore the provincial portion 
of the tax is added. 

“Our proposal is one 
that will treat (all Nova 
Scotians) fairly as opposed 
to the one that is being 
floated by moving the bor¬ 
der and changing the price 
of gas only in 
Amherst,” said Mc¬ 
Neil. 

He pointed out 
that on average, the 
difference in gas 
prices between Nova 
Scotia and New 
Brunswick runs be¬ 
tween five and six 
cents a litre. 

“The break-even 
point is about a three-cent 
differential, which would 
prevent people from see¬ 
ing it as an advantage to 
cross the border just to 
purchase gas,” McNeil said. 

Using 2008 figures on 
gasoline use provided by 
Statistics Canada, the Lib¬ 


erals say the cost to the 
provincial treasury would 
be about $25 million, 
much of which is money 
that would be lost to Ot¬ 
tawa’s take of the federal- 
provincial tax. 

Service Nova Scotia Min¬ 
ister Ramona Jennex 
wouldn’t comment on the 
tax proposal directly. She 
said Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele would wait to 
see what the public thinks 
as officials solicit ideas in a 
series of pre-budget con¬ 
sultations across the 
province. 

During last spring’s elec¬ 
tion campaign, the NDP 
promised to reduce gaso¬ 
line taxes in communities 
along the New Brunswick 
border to help dealers los¬ 
ing motorists to cross-bor¬ 
der fillups. 
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education Carole Olsen is 
staying put with the Hali¬ 
fax Regional School Board. 

It was announced last 
night Olsen has agreed to a 
new three-year contract to 
remain as board superin¬ 
tendent, a position she’s 
held since 2002. The new 
contract goes into effect Ju¬ 
ly 1 and has been ratified 
by both the board and the 
Department of Education. 


“It’s an honour and a 
pleasure to have been 
asked by the elected board 
to carry on as superintend¬ 
ent,” Olsen said in a HRSB 
release.

Canada’s swift response to 
the tragedy in Haiti hasn’t 
boosted the federal 
government’s popularity 
among voters, a new poll 
suggests. 

Voters apparently re¬ 
main unhappy about 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s unpopular deci¬ 
sion to prorogue Parlia¬ 
ment and aren’t swayed by 
the popular effort to help 
Haiti, said pollster Allan 
Gregg. 

The latest Canadian 
Press Harris-Decima survey 
suggests the Conservatives 
and Liberals are in a statis¬ 
tical dead heat, with 32 per 


cent supporting the Tories 
and 31 per cent for the Lib¬ 
erals. 

The gap is well within 
the poll’s margin of error. 

“We’re back into too- 
close-to-call territory,” said 
Gregg. 

The NDP were at 15 per 
cent, while the Bloc and 
the Green party each had 
10 per cent. 

Gregg said prorogation 
remains a dead weight for 
the Tories and works 
against the kind of popu¬ 
larity boost they might 
have looked for after a 
speedy and high-profile re¬ 
sponse to the earthquake. 

“There continues to be a 
lingering anxiousness and 
animosity around the pro¬ 
rogation issue and, as a 


consequence, what you see 
is an unwillingness to con¬ 
cede that these guys are ac¬ 
tually engaged and in¬ 
volved and working,” he 
said. 

But this animosity could 
fade, he added. 

“There’s no question 
that they’re getting really 
solid grades for Haiti, so I 
think right now those two 
things are creating kind of 
a conflicting impulse, 
where nothing is changing 
but the sands have a poten¬ 
tial to change.” 

Gregg said the data don’t 
hold much good news for 
the Liberals and Michael 
Ignatieff, but reflect the 
simmering anger over pro¬ 
rogation.

Obama pledges 
more job growth 


An embattled U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
vowed in his first State of 
the Union address last 
night to make job growth 
his topmost priority, as he 
looked to reignite his 
stalling presidency. 

Speaking to a before a 
politician-packed House of 
Representatives chamber 
and a television audience of 
millions, Obama urged law¬ 
makers to come together 
around new stimulus 
spending and short-term 
economic relief. 

Defiant despite stinging 
setbacks, he said he would 
not abandon ambitious 
plans for longer-term fixes 
to health care, energy, edu¬ 
cation and more. 

“Change has not come 
fast enough,” Obama said. 

He compared the United 
States to other nations: 
“Washington has been 


telling us to wait for 
decades, even as the prob¬ 
lems have grown worse. 
Meanwhile, China’s not 
waiting to revamp its econ¬ 
omy. Germany’s not wait¬ 
ing. India’s not waiting.” 

Obama looked to use the

averted terrorist attack — 
to how he is seizing the 
reins on the economic wor¬ 
ries foremost on Americans’ 
minds.

Search for wreckage continues 


plane crash International 
ships scanned Lebanon’s 
coast for the black boxes 
and wreckage of an 
Ethiopian Airlines jet yes¬ 
terday as DNA tests helped 
identify several victims, in¬ 
cluding two children 
whose remains were 
pulled from the sea. 

The plane went down 
early Monday just minutes 
after takeoff from Beimt in 
a fierce storm. All 90 peo¬ 
ple on board were feared 
dead, but only some bodies 
have been found so far. 

Weather experts said 
lightning had struck in 
the plane’s path around 
the time of the deadly 
crash, although it was too 
early to tell what caused 


the disaster. 

The Lebanese army and 
witnesses reported the 
plane was in flames as it 
crashed. 

At Beimt’s government 
hospital, health officials 
handed over to families 
the remains of two victims 
who were identified using 
DNA, Health Minister Mo¬ 
hammed Jawad Khalife 
said. 

Three other victims — 
two of them toddlers — al¬ 
so have been identified, 
the minister said. 

Searchers have fanned 
out for 30 kilometres along 
Beimt’s coast, and about 
eight kilometres out to sea, 
said an army official.

Federal Reserve to keep rates at record low 

The U.S. Federal Reserve has decided to hold interest rates at a record low and pledged to keep them there for 
an “extended period” to nurture the economic recovery and lower high unemployment, the associated press 
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Apple 

Inc. 

releases 

iPad 

Apple Inc. will sell the 
newly unveiled tablet- 
style iPad starting at $499, 
a price tag far below the 
$ 1,000 that some analysts 
were expecting. 

The iPad, which is larger 
in size but similar in de¬ 
sign to Apple’s popular 
iPhone, was billed by CEO 
Steve Jobs yesterday as “so 
much more intimate than 
a laptop and so much more 
capable than a smart 
phone.” 

The highly anticipated 
gadget has a 24.6-centime- 
tre touch screen, is 1.3 cen¬ 
timetres thick, weighs 680 
grams and comes with 16, 
32 or 64 gigabytes of flash 
memory storage. The basic 
iPad models will cost $499 
US — about $530 at yester¬ 
day’s exchange rate — 
$599 and $699, depending 
on the storage size. 

All models have Wi-Fi 
and Bluetooth connectivity 
built in. Jobs said the de¬ 
vice has a battery that lasts 
10 hours and can sit for a 
month on standby without 
needing a charge. 

Apple will also sell a ver¬ 
sion with pay-as-you-go da¬ 
ta plans from AT&T in the 
U.S. Two tiers of data plan 
will be available without 
contracts: $14.99 per 

month for 250 megabytes 
of data, or $29.99 for un¬ 
limited data usage. 

Those 3G models will 
cost more — $629, $729 
and $829, depending on 
the amount of memory. 
The Wi-Fi only version will 
be available worldwide in 
March, and the 3G version 
in April. 

Jobs, 54, a pancreatic 
cancer survivor who got a 
liver transplant last year, 
looked thin as he intro¬ 
duced the highly anticipat¬ 
ed gadget, though he 
seemed to have more ener¬ 
gy than at Apple's last 
event in September.

It had been 2,113 days 
since Mike Danton played 
his last game; 2,115 since 
he celebrated his last goal. 

But the 29-year-old ex- 
NHLer returned to the ice 
last night at the Halifax Fo¬

“She did not 
know why she was 
in bankruptcy,” an 
unidentified exam¬ 
iner wrote in a 
1996 report that 
was part of the 
government file 
obtained by The 
Associated Press 
under a Freedom 
of Information Act 
request. 

Assets noted in 
her file include a 
Russian lynx coat 
appraised at 

$43,343.75 US and 
a necklace with a 
500-carat sapphire, 
but also six potbel¬ 
lied pigs and a 
$12,000 doll collec¬ 
tion.

Also detailed in the files 
is Smith’s apparent loss of 
some $2.7 million in jew¬ 
ellery, including two 
pieces valued at nearly a 
half-million dollars apiece: 
a ring with three dia¬ 
monds, including one 
weighing 8.45 carats, and a 
platinum necklace with 
226 diamonds totalling 
nearly 74 carats. The 
whereabouts of both were 
never determined, nor is it 
known if they were stolen. 

In the bankruptcy exam¬ 
iner’s report, the writer of¬ 
ten expresses exasperation 
with Smith, saying she ap¬ 
pears drugged during the 
interview and takes addi¬ 
tional pills in the course of 
the meeting at her home. 

“She could barely walk, 
her speech was slurred, 
she had to lay down in a 
darkened room as the light 
bothered her and she 
could not remember what 
she said from one moment 
to the next,” the examiner 
reported.
